2. SUMMARY: PREMIER LI PENG SHOWN WITH QIAO SHI 
AND YAO YILIN SAID JUNE 19 THE CRACKDOWN WILL 
CONTINUE BECAUSE THERE ARE STILL MANY WHO HAVE NOT 
BEEN "BROUGHT TO JUSTICE. . .AND MUST NOT ESCAPE 
PUNISHMENT." THE OFFICIAL PRESS ISSUED JUNE 20 A 
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VERY CRITICAL COldMENTARY AGAINST THE U.S. FOR 
INTERFERING IN CHINESE AFFAIRS AND SEVERELY WARNED 
THE U.S. TO CONSIDER THE RESULTS OF ITS "MISTAKEN 
BEHAVIOR". THE OFFICIAL PRESS ALSO CRITICIZED U.S. 
PRESS COVERAGE OF EVENTS AND SAID THAT THERE ARE 
LIMITS TO THE FREEDOM OF THE PRESS. WESTERN 
JOURNALISTS FROM CANADA, ABC, NBC AND CBS HAVE BEEN

PREMIER LI PENG AND POLITICAL BUREAU STANDING

JUNE 19 AT THE ZHONGNANHAI WITH THE FAMILIES OF THREE 
OF THE SOLDIERS KILLED JUNE 4. PREMIER LI SAID "THE

4. IN A CRITICAL, HARD-HITTING COMMENTARY AGAINST 
THE U.S., THE JUNE 20 PEOPLE'S DAILY CARRIED AN 
ARTICLE ENTITLED "CLAMOR IN WASHINGTON SHOULD END." 
(FULL TRANSLATION OF TEXT CABLED SEPTEL.) THE 
ARTICLE CHARGED THAT "SOME U.S. CONGRESSMEN AND 
GENTLEMEN IN THE WHITE HOUSE ASSUME THE AIRS OF THE 
SAVIOR OF HUMAN RIGHTS, AND MAKE UN^/^ARRANTED CHARGES 
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ABOUT THE EVENTS THAT HAPPENED WITHIN THE BOUNDARIES 
OF CHINA." THE ARTICLE SAID U.S. AUTHORITIES SHOULD

7. THE NEW EXIT PERMIT REGULATIONS WENT INTO EFFECT 
JUNE 20 REQUIRING CHINESE NATIONALS WISHING TO TRAVEL 
OVERSEAS TO OBTAIN NEW EXIT PERMITS. THERE WAS 
CONFUSION AS TO THE EXACT REQUIREMENTS OF THE NEW 
REGULATIONS. SOME 200-300 VISA APPLICANTS LINED UP 
BEFORE THE U.S. FKBASSY CONSULAR SECTION OVERNIGHT. 
BUT AS THE CONSULAR SECTION OPENED FOR BUSINESS JUNE 
20, THE PEOPLE'S ARMED POLICE WOULD NOT PERMIT ANYONE 
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ENTRY WITHOUT THE NEWLY INSTITUTED BLUE EXIT STAMP. 
OF THE FOUR APPLICANTS PERMITTED ENTRY BY THE CHINESE 
POLICE, ONE WAS FROM SINGAPORE, A SECOND WAS ON AN 
OFFICIAL PASSPORT AND THE REMAINING TWO WERE THE ONLY 
APPLICANTS WITH THE NEW EXIT STAMP. THE PUBLIC 
SECURITY BUREAU INFORMED US THAT FOR THE FIRST TEN
